One got away and 
about 15 men tried to get in it, but 
they ‘all couldn’t and some were 
forced into the water, 

“Leblanc (Edmund Leblanc of 
Wakefield, Mass.) was pinned in his 
bunk but we got him out all right,” 
Hines said. “I really didn’t think 
all the men would get off. When 
they did, I put on a lifebelt and 
after Ted jumped overboard, I fol- 
lowed. 

“I started to swim to the Parker 
but I saw she was sinking, too, so 
I didn’t know what to do. By then 
I was all fagged out, but two fel- 
lows in a boat picked me up. 

“We had no compass, no food, no 
water, no hats, no underclothes.

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Sailors Escorting King Get 
Extra Rumon Anniversary 


George VI Gives Traditional Order to ‘Splice 
the Main Brace’— Royal Liner 
Creeps Along in Fog. 


ABOARD EMPRESS OF AUS- 
TRALIA, May 12 (Canadian Press) 
--King George had orders issued 
to the convoying cruisers Glasgow 
and Southampton today to “splice 
the main brace” in celebration of 
the second anniversary of his cor- 
onation. 

This meant that every man on 
the two warships escorting the 
King and Queen Elizabeth on their 
way to North America got an ex- 
tra issue of rum, a. traditional 
treat for men of the British navy 
On special occasions, 

Promptly at noon the two cruis- 
ers appeared out of the mist 
through which the Empress has 
been proceeding slowly since yes- 
terday, drew alongside Their Maj- 
esties’ ship, and, as the King and 
Queen stood on the after deck 
with their suite, fired the royal 
galute of 21 guns in celebration of 
the anniversary. 

The Empress poked cautiously 
through mists in the iceberg region 
today at speeds ranging from 18 
to five knots. 

The liner, forced by heavy fog to 
drift idly for 24 hours, got under 
way again at 5:15 a. m. but made 
little more than 18 knots in the 
first three hours. 

The royal party awoke this morn- 
ing to hear the ship’s siren giving 
Jong, single blasts every two min- 
utes—a sign the ship was under 
way again. 

Since early yesterday the siren 
had sounded a double blast at fre- 
quent intervals, reminding those 
aboard they were at a standstill 
about 350 miles off Cape Race, 
Newfoundland. During the halt 
the liner received radio reports of 
the exact whereabouts of icebergs 
in the region. 

Despite the fog, the King and 
Queen were expected to land on 
time at Quebec Monday morning.

Two days extra had been allowed 
for delays because of fog. 

Ship’s officers had waited | 
throughout the night on the bridge 
for an improvement in visibility 
after hoping vainly all yesterday 
that the fog would lift enough to 
allow the liner and convoying cruis- 
ers to proceed, 

An effort to continue Was made 
at 8:45 p. m. but the searchlight 
could not penetrate the fog wall far 
enough ahead for safety and after 
15 minutes the engines stopped 
again, The ship drifted until day- 
light. 

Dawn brought no improvement, 
but later conditions were favorable 
enough for the Empress to grope 
along for a short distance. At 9 
a. m. visibility was better and 
speed was increased. 


Handshakes for the King and 
Queen Most Likely in Washington. 
WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP).— 
The minute fraction of the populia- 
tion which actually will meet the 
King and Queen of England here 
next month is getting ready for 
good old American handshakes, 
For weeks, these men and women 
have been swayed between’ the 
curtsy-or-don't, bow-or-faint schools 
of thought. The final consensus is 
that, being Americans, they will 
act as Americans usually do at 
White House or other formal func- 
tions. 

Officials point out that President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt will be stand- 
ing in line with the King and 
Queen when most of their big mo- 
ments come, and Americans have 
been shaking their Presidents’ 
hands for years. Some bow slight- 
ly; others don’t. Not many men 
want to appear ludicrous by say- 
ing “how-do-you-do” to the Presi- 
dent, then bowing low and backing 
off from the King and Queen, only 
to walk forward again for Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s handshake. 

The best guess here is that very 
few women, except the wives of 
foreign diplomats and English citi- 
zens, will curtsy at the White 
House.

DOGTORS SAY INSANITY 
I) NOT FEREDITARY 


‘Report to Psychiatrists on 
Studies Tending to Disprove 
Popular Belief, 


| CHICAGO, May 12 (AP).—Insan- 
ity is not inheritable, it was an- 
nounced today before the American 
| Psychiatric Association. Until re- 
‘cently it was believed that the chil- 
|dren of families with a history of 
insanity were likely to acquire men- 
|tal diseases, Dr. Horatio M. Pollock 
jand Dr. Benjamin Malzberg of the 
New York State Department of 
Mental Health, Albany, N. Y., de- 
Clared. 

| However, a study of 330 inmates 
of state asylums and of their par- 
‘ents, brothers and sisters, and other 
'Telatives, failed completely, they 
| Said, to show that the diseases fol- 
‘lowed any pattern of inheritance

Facts Upset Theory. 
| “According to the old rule we 
should have found definite ratios 
according to the Mendelian law of 
heredity but this requirement could 
not be met in our family data,” they 
reported. 
| It is a mistake to infer that the 
transmission of mental disease from 
'generation to generation is a fatal- 
|istic process, Dr. Pollock declared, 
since the environment in which a 
| person grows is just as important 
as his heredity. 
| “There must not only be a seed, 
‘but a ground in which to plant 
the seed,” he explained. “Inferior 
stock may still be enabled through 
|proper nurture, to achieve a life of 
'a fair degree of usefulness. On 
‘the other hand we know that even 
the soundest of stock may succumb 
ito the repeated onslaught of an 
‘unfavorable environment.” 
When Patients Break Their Backs. 
| Mental patients may easily break 
their backs during “shock ther- 
apy” given to restore their minds, 
Dr. Philip Polatin of the New 
'York Psychiatric Institute told 
‘the closing meeting of the associa- 
tion. More than 30 per cent of the 
patients subjected to mental shocks 
with metrazol, a drug which tem- 
porarily paralyzes the brain, suf- 
fered fractures of the vertebrae 
during the severe phases of the 
treatment in which violent convul- 
sions may occur, In spite of this, 
he added, “the beneficial results 
obtained in the mental condition 
of insane patients justifies contin- 
ued use of the drug” and the frac- 
tures may be prevented by proper
